MacArthur, 
Eisen­ 
hower writes in his latest vol­ 
ume of memoirs.

shifted the blame to his subordi­ 
nates for a project that “horri­ 
fied” 
Philippines

Manuel Quezon. 
Eisenhower relates the inci­ 
dent in his fourth book, “At 
Ease: Stories I Tell to Friends.”

In the late 1930’s, Eisenhower 
was M acArthur^ senior aide in 


Manila, organizing the Filipino 
defense forces.

writes, MacArthur 
suggested bringing units of the 
new army from all parts of the 
islands for a parade in Manila. 
The defense budget was ex­ 
tremely tight and, when Quezon 
heard of the project, he dis­ 
approved it. 
Eisenhower writes: 
“Now the m atter had come to 
the ears of the president who 
was horrified to think we were 
ready for a costly national pa­ 
rade in the capital.

Gen. MacArthur denied he had 
given us an order—which was

Cavote of Columbus, testified 
that the invoices were signed 
with the name P. E. Mosier, 
who is business manager of the 
hospital.

course toward Venus. 
The 
spacecraft, 
with

ly locked on to the guiding star 
after initially picking up sun­ 
light reflected from the earth’s 
surface. Scientists said Thurs­ 
day they ordered the craft to

its lock and continue 
searching for Canopus and it 
responded. 
Mariner 5, racing along it 
about 7,000 miles an hour, is to 
pass within 2,000 miles of Ve­ 
nus Oct. 19 and send high-fre­ 
quency radio signals through 
the planet's dense cloud cover 
to study radiation and atmos­ 
phere.

Unique in Film Industry

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — The 
Disney studio has always occu­ 
pied a unique position in the 
film industry, and so it remains 
six months after Walt Disney’s 
death. 
All other movie companies 
now take in stars, producers 
and

giving them autonomy and a 
share of the profits. The Disney 
studio 
remains 
authoritarian, 
and no outsider participates in 
the profits. 
Other studios survey increas­ 
ing quantities of sex and vio­ 
lence. Disney fims are doggedly 
aimed at the family audience. 
Highbrow critics rail at the 
Disney product as juvenile and 
old- fashioned. The Disney peo­ 
ple merely point to happy au­ 
diences—and stockholders. For

logue” on the q uestion of U. S. 
relations with Red China. 
No doubt we need good “ dia­ 
logue” about a lot of things. 
But 
McGeorge 
Bundy ,

should have a clear head about 
the way Communists work if he 
is to contribute any thing to de­ 
liberations on p eace in the Mid­ 
dle E ast, has gone and handed 
out a big chunk of money to 
the biggest monologue artists of 
the century . The ex p erts who 
are 
tap p ed 
by 
the 
National 
Committee on U. S. - China Re­ 
lations 
are almost invariably 
those who have all along p lead­ 
ed for a “ soft” ap p roach toward 
Mao Tse-tung. They want 
a 
more “ p ositive” attitude toward 
Mao to o ffset the current “ con­ 
frontation” in 
Southeast 
Asia 
(Professor John Fairbank ’s con­ 
tribution to a conference sp on­ 
sored by 
the 
National Com­ 
mittee on U. S. - China Rela­ 
tions in W ashington). Or they 
p redict that the dominance of 
the m ilitary in China would end 
with the p assing of Mao (P ro­ 
fessor Alex ander Eck stein of the

NEW YORK (A P) — Indica­ 
tions of a growing economic dis­ 
p arity between the rich nations 
and the p oor nations—which is 
just the op p osite of the world’s 
goal—help s ex p lain a lot of the 
troubles afflicting the world to­ 
day . 
Desp ite 
m am m oth 
govern­ 
m ent 
aid 
p rogram s 
and 
at­ 
tem p ts by some of the p rivate 
enterp rise sectors to help in de­ 
velop m ent, 
the 
situation 
is 
growing worse in what the Unit­ 
ed Nations refers to as the 
“ Decade of Develop m ent.” 
A recent U.N. rep ort gives a 
hint of the frustration of those 
institutions and nations involved 
with 
attem p ts to develop he 
p oor nations, some of which still 
dep end on one crop that nature 
rather than man p rovided. 
This rep ort showed that the 
flow of cap ital from the 20 rich 
nations to the IOO p oor nations 
declined last y ear and is, at the 
latest reading, below the mini 
m um goal set by the United N a­ 
tions. That goal was I p er cent 
of the total p roductivity of the 
develop ed countries. 
Such a flow of cap ital can re ­ 
sult from investm ents in the 
p oor nations, in the sale of the 
p oor nation’s goods to the rich 
nations, from economic assist­ 
ance and from the p oor naion’s 
investm ents in the rich. 
Instead, the rep ort indicated, 
the industrialized nations w ere 
reinvesting in them selves and 
growing stronger. At the other 
ex trem e the p oor nations had a 
trade deficit of $1.3 billion, the 
p rice of try ing to buy rather 
than develop the better lif^ 
This 
p roblem 
now 
engages 
m ore 
effort 
than 
any 
other 
broad economic p roblem. It was 
a them e in the recent p ap al en­ 
cy clical. It has been the chief 
concern 
of 
foreign 
aid 
p ro­ 
gram s. 


And now, on the 20th anniver­ 
sary 
of 
the 
M arshall 
Plan, 
which lifted the flattened econo­ 
mies of Europ e after World War 
II through grants and loans, the 
q uestion arises: Why can’t we

Temporary Law 


It is “ completely incongruous” for 
Congress to deprive 
some 
group of 
Americans of their citizenship because 
“a group of citizens t e m p o r a r i l y 
in office” decides to do so. This was 
one of the arguments used by a Su­ 
prem e Court m ajority the other day 
in a 5-4 ruling which upset a 1940 law 
lifting citizenship of persons who vote 
in foreign elections. 
There’s incongurity in that reason­ 


ing, too. Nine years ago the Supreme 
Court gave the opposite answer to the 
same question, also 5-4. Although three 
of the justices 
h a v e since retired, 
it was a switch by only one — Jus­ 
tice Brennan — which made the dif­ 
ference in 1967. Not only are justices

thingamajig 
called the National Committee 
on U. S. - China Relations an­ 
nounced that it bad been award­ 
ed a grant of 5250,000 by the 
Ford Foundation to help “raise 
the level" of the “national dia­ 
logue” on the question of U. S. 
relations with Red China. 
No doubt we need good “dia­ 
logue" about a lot of things. 
But 
McGeorge 
Bundy, 
who 
should have a clear head about 
the way Communists work if he 
is to contribute anything to de­ 
liberations on peace in the Mid­ 
dle East, has gone and handed 
out a big chunk of money to 
the biggest monologue artists of 
the century. The experts who 
are tapped 
by 
the 
National 
Committee on U. S. - China Re­ 
lations are almost invariably 
those who have all along plead­ 
ed for a ‘soft” approach toward 
Mao Tse-tung. They want 
a 
more ‘ positive" attitude toward 
Mao to offset the currant “con­ 
frontation" in 
Southeast Asia 
(Professor John Fairbank's con­ 
tribution to a conference spon­ 
sored by 
the 
National Com­ 
mittee on U. S. - China Rela­ 
tions in Washington). Or they 
predict that the dominance of 
the military in China would end 
with the passing of Mao (Pro­ 
fessor Alexander Eckstein of the

NEW YORK (AP) — Indica- 
tions of a growing economic dis­ 
parity between the rich nations 
and the poor nations—which is 
just the opposite of the world’s 
goal—he^>s explain a lot of the 
troubles afflicting the world to­ 
day. 
Despite 
mammoth 
govern­ 
ment aid programs 
and 
at­ 
tempts by some of the private 
enterprise sectors to help in de­ 
velopment, 
tile 
situation 
is 
growing worse in what the Unit­ 
ed Nations refers to as the 
“Decade of Development." 
A recent U.N. report gives a 
lint of the frustration of those 
institutions and nations involved 
with attempts to develop he 
poor nations, some of which still 
depend on one crop that nature 
rather than man provided. 
This report showed that the 
flow of capital from the 20 rich 
nations to the IOO poor nations 
declined last year and is, at the 
latest reading, below the mini­ 
mum goal set by the United Na­ 
tions. That goal was I per cent 
of the total productivity of the 
developed countries. 
Such a flow of capital eau re­ 
sult from investments in the 
poor nations, in the sale of the 
poor nation’s goods to the rich 
nations, from economic assist­ 
ance and from the poor naion's 
investments in the rich. 
Instead, the report indicated, 
the industrialized nations were 
reinvesting in themselves and 
growing stronger. At the other 
extreme the poor nations had a 
trade deficit of $1.3 billion, the 
price of trying to buy rather 
than develop the better lif^ 
This problem now engages 
more effort than 
any other 
broad economic problem. It was 
a theme in the recent papal e»> 
cyclical. It has been the chief 
concern of foreign 
aid pro­ 
grams. 


And now, on the 20th anniver­ 
sary 
of the 
Marshall Plan, 
which lifted the flattened econo­ 
mies of Europe after World War 
II through grants and loans, the 
question arises: Why can’t we 
have a similar crash program 
to 
build 
the 
underdeveloped 
economies? 
Many students now feel it 
simply cannot be done, and the 
simplest explanation is to cate­ 
gorize the problems as more 
social than economic. 
Europe had the institutions, 
the framework; it had the eco­ 
nomic vehicle and merely need­ 
ed the gasoline. To attempt to 
fuel the poor-nation economies 
with massive aid funds, many 
feel, would be to attempt pour­ 
ing gasoline into an oxcart. 
Theodore Geiger of the Nation­ 
al Planning Association, a pri-

vate group, says to hope tor a 
Marshall Plan for underdevel­ 
oped nations could do more 
harm than good. The problems 
are not the same, he says. 
Geiger feels the basic issues 
in Latin America Include the 
distribution of economic wealth, 
political power and social pres­ 
tige. 
And in Asia and Africa, he 
feels, the problems are even 
deeper and the capacity for co­ 
operation, which is necessary, is 
even less than in Latin Ameri­ 
ca. 
Above all. he notes, few of the 
underdeveloped 
nations 
have 
the unity of purpose that would 
commit them to development 
and modernization. Instead they 
are 
split 
by 
individual 
and 
group loyalties and other na­ 
tional objectives.

ATHENS, Ohio (AP)—Buck 
eye Boys State winds up activ­ 
ity today with selection of two 
boys to attend Boys Nation in 
Washington, D.C. July 21-28. 
The winners and other awards 
were to be announced at grad­ 
uation ceremonies. 
The 1,354 participants of the 
week-long school in citizenship 
took final action Thursday on 
legislative matters and defeat­ 
ed a bill to legalize abortions 
and approve another to lower 
the Ohio voting age to 19.

An adverse 
decision would mean Ohio has 
no plan for election of the next 
legislature and that the law­ 
makers would have to get busy 
putting another proposal on the 
ballot.

would not necessarily resolve 
the question. 
A three-judge federal court 
which ruled Ohio’s plan un­ 
constitutional said the present 
plan could be used for one 
election only. The court at the 
same time retained jurisdiction

place the matter back before 
the three-judge panel.

TODAY’S lesson Is of special 
interest for two reasons. It con­ 
cerns the founding of the first 
wholly Gentile Christian church, 
and the first application of the 
name Christian to those who be­ 
lieved In Jews aa the Christ 
and Son of the living God. 
Our lesson takes place ap­ 
proximately 12 years after the 
crucifixion, a period in which 
there existed a doctrine of Jew­ 
ish exclusiveness r e g a r d i n g 
faith in Jesus Christ. 
Many Jewish Christians — 
particularly those in Jerusalem 
— believed that they were the 
ones to e n j o y the fruits of 
Christian faith, that Christ the 
Messiah had come for none 
other than the Jews. Even the 
disciples, ae was pointed out in 
last week’s lesson, were not im­ 
mune to the belief that Jesus 
was the particular Savior of the 
Jewish people. 
Thus when the Holy Spirit de­ 
scended upon the Gentiles at the 
home of the Roman centurion 
Cornelius It is a moot point who 


preached the Lord Jesus to the 
Greeks of Antioch end that God 
was with them and a great 
number believed end turned to 
the Lord. Thus, through the wit- 
neasing of these Surnamed lay­ 
men and the influence of the 
Holy Spirit, God added to the 
church. 
So great was the revival oc­ 
curring at Antioch that reports 
reached 
Jerusalem 
and 
the 
apostles there, desirous of more 
accurate information, sent Bar­ 
nabas to investigate. 
Luke interrupts his historical 
narrative to provide a thumb­ 
nail sketch of Barnabas. He was 
a Greek-speaking Jew who un­ 
doubtedly knew many persons 
in the predominantly Greek city 
of Antioch. He was a good man, 
full of faith and the Holy Spirit 
His investigation was thor­ 
ough and, convinced that the 
people were s i n c e r e and had 
truly turned to the Lord, ac­ 
cepted the Greek Christiana as 
fully on a par with the Jewish 
Christians. But realizing that 
converts needed a

“At all times, he seemed so 
certain of his professional su­ 
periority over his fellow officers 
and of a high place in American 
history that he developed in the 
American public a like apprais­ 
al of his merits. His was truly a 
case 
where 
self-confidence 
breeds self-success." 
Eisenhower’s three previous 
books dealt with his role as Al­ 
lied supreme commander and 
his two terms in the White 
House. 
Th# fourth is more personal. 
He writes at length about his 


ancestors and his parents. The 
family name, he says, trans­ 
lates roughly as “iron" and 
“hewer," possibly an artisan. 
Eisenhower also tells of his 
days at West Point, describing 
his pranks and the causes of his 
demerits—including the incident 
when he appeared before an 
upper classman in full uniform 
except for his trousers.

Eisenhower discloses that he 
had misgivings about partition­ 
ing post war Germany into 
sones of occupation which left 
Berlin deep inside the Soviet 
tone.

W arren b ecame chief ju stice in 
19 53 , has done more to lib eralize 
American life than any cou rt in 
history , b u t not b ecau se it was 
radical in any sense. 
Lib erals control the nine-man 
cou rt now—5 to 4—b u t theirs 
has b een a cau tiou s lib eralism 
althou gh they hav e angered dif­ 
ferent grou ps at different times 
in American society b y their 
decisions. 
Prev iou s 
cou rts

b een 
mu ch more conserv ativ e. Bu t 
what distingu ishes this cou rt 
from its predecessors has b een 
its willingness to confront issu es 
that had b een u nresolv ed for 
decades.

In any case, a growing num 
ber of Protestants maintain that 
the Pope might be recognized as 
a functional medium of Chris­ 
tian unity, without accepting the 
“infallibility" concept and with­ 
out losing denominational diver­ 
sity.
